7— If you refuse to pay you can be IMPRISONED on contempt of court 
charges.

No On State Bonds 


“Opposition by California Taxpayers’ Association to 
Propositions 1, 2 and 3, the big State bond issues on the 
November ballot, highlights the Association’s deep concern 
for the future of California State finances,” declared S. 
J. Arnold, Executive Director. Faced with huge population 
growth, California has had to finance tremendous building 
propams every year. To meet this need, Californians have 
habitually voted bonds at regular intervals to pay for 
these recurring costs. 

The fallacy of the regular use of bonds by a large 
governmental units such as the State to pay the year-ln- 
and-year-out costs of a capital outlay program is now 
being recognized clearly. In Senate Concurrent Resolution 
No. 39 approved by both houses of the 1964 Legislature, 
it is recognized that “Within ten years the total debt 
service cost alone will far exceed the State’s outlay for 
new construction ...” Furthermore the Resolution de¬ 
clares, “The State’s experience to date in using credit to 
finance construction needs shows that interest payments 
rise to 50 per cent of construction costs; ...” 

On June 18, 1964, the Legislative Anaiyst forecast that 
if we continue to use bond financing, the interest and 
redemption cost to the General Fund on State construc¬ 
tion and school building aid bonds wouid increase from 
$72 miilion in 1964-65 to nearly $197 million in 1973-74. 

In SCR 39 the Legislature recognized that “A major 
shift from the present policy of debt financing toward a 
pay-as-you-go program will require new sources of current 
revenue to provide a means of continuing support of the 
State’s annual capital outlay needs; . . .” 

California Taxpayers’ Association believes the time 
has come to call a halt to massive State borrowing for 
what amounts to current expense. Surely, within a $2.3 
billion General Fund budget, a hundred million dollars in 
economy can ho found if the need is great enough. It is 
time for us to j>ut first things first and to stop borrowing 
ourselves into future massive tax increases.

5. YOUR MONEY IS THEN
